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REMARKS 

Reconsideration of this application is respectfully 
requested. 

TELEPHONE INTERVIEW 

A telephone interview was conducted on July 24, 2008, 
between Sharon Portnoy and Examiner Josiah Hernandez. 
Ms. Portnoy pointed out that the Office Action incorrectly 
referred to a communication filed October 2, 2007. Examiner 
Hernandez agreed and confirmed that the Office Action was 
responsive to the Response filed on June 23, 2008. 

THE CLAIMS 

Claims 1 and 5 have been amended to clarify that the first 
image display area is for displaying all of the items of still 
image data linked with the selected audio data in a playback 
order of the items of still image data. See the disclosure of 
the thumbnail display portion in the specification and drawings. 
For example, see the disclosure in the specification at page 22, 
line 20 to page 23, line 15, and at page 24, line 12 to page 25, 
line 9. See also, for example, the disclosure in the 
specification at page 19, lines 14-20, and at page 21, 
lines 10-21. 
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In addition, a grammatical error has been corrected at 
line 8 of claim 5. 

No new matter has been added, and it is respectfully 
requested that the amendments to the claims be approved and 
entered. 

THE PRIOR ART REJECTION 

Claims 1-8 were rejected under 35 USC 103 as being obvious 
in view of the combination of US 2003/0206723 ("Ando et al") and 
US 2001/0008572 ("Ohmori et al") . This rejection, however, is 
respectfully traversed with respect to the claims set forth 
hereinabove . 

According to amended independent claim 1, the information 
processing device comprises display means for displaying, in a 
single window on a display screen: (i) a playback-time 
information display area to display playback-time positions of 
items of still image data linked with selected audio data, 
(ii) a first image display area for displaying all of the items 
of still image data linked with the selected audio data in a 
playback order of the items of still image data, and (iii) a 
second image display area for displaying still image data which 
is not linked with any audio data. 

Similarly, amended independent claim 5 recites displaying, 
in a single window on a display screen: (i) a playback-time 
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information display area for displaying link information 
representing playback-time positions of items of still image data 
linked with selected audio data, (ii) a first image display area 
displaying all of the items of still image data linked with the 
selected audio data in a playback order of the items of still 
image data, and (iii) a second image display area for displaying 
still image data which is not linked with any audio data. 

Ando et al has been cited as disclosing all these features 
of claims 1 and 5, except for displaying the playback-time 
information display area, the first image display area, and the 
second image display area in a single window. Ohmori et al has 
been relied on for this feature of claims 1 and 5. 

According to the Examiner, paragraph [0135] and Fig. 6 of 
Ando et al disclose the playback-time information display area 
and the first image display area recited in claims 1 and 5. 
Specifically, the Examiner relies on the time chart 11 of Ando et 
al with respect to the playback-time information display area of 
claims 1 and 5. And the Examiner relies on picture 5, of Ando et 
al with respect to the first image display area of claims 1 
and 5 . 

It is respectfully pointed out, however, that the time 
chart 11 in Fig. 6A of Ando et al merely illustrates a 
"designation range" when the user designates a portion of an 
original track when creating a play list. See paragraph [0144] 
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of Ando et al . For example, the time chart 11 corresponding to 
the "tune" "FIRST LOVE" in Fig. 6A of Ando et al illustrates that 
the range A to B of "FIRST LOVE" has been designated. The 
designated range of "FIRST LOVE" has been used in creating "NEW 
TRACK No. 3" in Fig. 6B of Ando et al . See, for example, 
paragraph [0179] of Ando et al . 

The time chart 11 of Ando et al does not include any 
information representing playback- time positions of linked 
items of still image data. Accordingly, it is respectfully 
submitted that the time chart 11 of Ando et al clearly does not 
correspond to "a playback-time information display area to 
display playback-time positions of items of still image data 
linked with selected audio data" as recited in claim 1, or to "a 
playback-time information display area for displaying link 
information representing playback- time positions of items of 
still image data linked with selected audio data" as recited in 
claim 5. 

In addition, the picture 5 of Ando et al is merely a 
representative picture corresponding to an original track. The 
representative picture might be the first picture displayed when 
a track is played, or it may be another designated picture. See 
paragraph [0135] of Ando et al . See also, for example, Fig. 12 
and paragraphs [ 0 1 99 ] - [ 02 04 ] of Ando et al .

Response to Office Action 

By contrast, amended independent claims 1 and 5 recite 
a first image display area for displaying all of the items 
of still image data linked with the selected audio data in a 
playback order of the items of still image data. 

As is clear from Fig. 12 (for example, elements (a), (b) 
and (d) ) , a representative picture according to Ando et al does 
not correspond to all of the items of still image data linked 
with the selected audio data, as recited in claims 1 and 5. And 
the picture 5 in Fig. 6A of Ando et al clearly does not display 
all of the items of still image data linked with the selected 
audio data in a playback order of the items of still image data. 

Thus, contrary to the Examiner's assertions at the bottom of 
page 2 and top of page 3 of the Office Action, the time chart 11 
and the picture 5 of Ando et al do not correspond to the 
playback-time information display area and the first image 
display area as recited in claim 1, or as recited in claim 5. 
And it is respectfully submitted that Ando et al does not, in 
fact, disclose, teach or suggest the playback-time information 
display area and the first image display area as recited in 
claim 1, or as recited in claim 5. 

Ohmori et al has been cited as disclosing displaying the 
playback-time information display area, the first image display 
area, and the second image display area in a single window. In 
the drawings and detailed description of Ohmori et al, the 
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Examiner has cited Figs. 6 and 7 and the disclosure at paragraphs 
[0110] - [0114] . 

It is respectfully submitted that Ohmori et al also does not 
disclose, teach or suggest the playback-time information display 
area and the first image display area as recited in claim 1, or 
as recited in claim 5. Indeed, Figs. 6 and 7 of Ohmori et al 
illustrate displaying various icons. And paragraphs [0110]- 
[0113] of Ohmori et al disclose selecting an icon (from icons 
63A-63Y) representing desired special-effect processing from the 
screen shown in Fig. 7 and pasting the icon to the effect track 
35D in the screen shown in Fig. 6, so as to create a special- 
effect transition between the clips displayed at the first and 
second video tracks 35C and 35E. Paragraph [0014] discloses 
producing a preview. 

Accordingly, is respectfully submitted that even if Ohmori 
et al were combinable with Ando et al in the manner suggested by 
the Examiner, amended independent claims 1 and 5 still would not 
be achieved or rendered obvious. 

In view of the foregoing, it is respectfully submitted that 
independent claims 1 and 5, and claims 2-4 and 6-8 depending from 
claim 1, all clearly patentably distinguish over Ando et al and 
Ohmori et al under 35 USC 103. 
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Entry of this Amendment, allowance of the claims and the 

passing of this application to issue are respectfully solicited.
